After a lengthy discussion it was 
thought that a well at the school 
would be beneficial to both the schoo} 
and the town than the Schmidt well 
would be. The school would continue 
to pay the town for the water used 
as in the past and the waterworks 
would take oare of the expenditure 
from its own surplus, 

It was finally decided that the two 
mentbers of the council not present 
at the meeting be interviewed and 
provided they are in favor of drilling 
a well on the school property: the 
work to be commenced immediately.

THE WEEK IN 
EDMONTON 


Re-opening of discussions relative 
to western private farm debts was ac- 
complished at Regina Friday when 
representatives of the three prairie 
governments met to discuss proposals 
for presentation to the federal author- 
ity for debtor rehabilitation, The Re- 
gina meet follows the notable con- 
ference at Saskatoon June 29 and 
30, at which all governments and 
farmers organizations were repre- 
sented. When delegates to the Regina 
meet have reached an agreement as to 
the best proposal to make, they will 
proceed to Ottawa. 


Opening, of hearings on operatioris 
of the \Workmen’s Compensation Act 
brought wide interest to bear on this 
important social legislation, Nine 
briefs had already been received by 
the legislative committee, and the 
first to be given verbal support was 
that by the joint legislative com- 
mittee of Standard Railway Brother- 
hoods. The committee will sit this 
week, then will adjourn until a later 
date, It is likely that members will 
visit various industrial establish- 
ments to view safety features, since 
they are on record as favoring the 
utmost safety precautions in all class- 
es of work,

Bobby Leach, the first man to go 
over the Falls in a barrel, was killed 
as the result of slipping on a banana 
skin on the sidewalk. Blondin, the | 
tight-rope walker, crossed the Falls.

MERCHANT MARINE 


$5,000 Cxunadian Merchant Seamen 
Operating In Various Waters 

As the Royal Canadian Navy con- 
voys Canada's Army across the seas, 
the dauntless members of the Mer- 
chant Marine shares their dangers, 
to provide Britain with vital neces- 
sities of life. 

It is estimated that there are 35,- 
000 Canadian merchant seamen sery- 
ing in vessels of ,Canadian registry 
Operating in inland waters, coastal 
waters and on the high seas. Ap- 
proximately one-third of these come 
within the latter category and are 
among the heroes of the Battle of the 
Atlantic who brave the dangers of 
enemy attack by submarine, surface 
raider, aircraft and mine, to deliver 
troops and the preducts of Canada's 
war factories to overseas destina- 
tions. show that, to date, 
250 Canadian merchant seamen have 
lost their lives at sea, 182 are listed 
as missing and 110 are prisoners of 
war. The number of casualties 
among the many thousands of Cana- 
dian seamen serving in ships of 
foreign registry is not known. 

Recognizing that these merchant 
seamen share equally with their 
of the armed forces the 
dangers cf war, the Canadian govern- 
ment has included them in its pen- 
sion scheme for death or disability 
corresponding to those granted the 
Royal Canadian Navy. In addition, 
the government continues the pay 
of any merchant seaman taken pris- 
oner of war thus providing for the 
man's dependents. 

A wartime branch of the Depart- 
ment of Transport, under a Director 
of Merchant Seamen, has been cre- 
ated for the purpose of operating 
Manning Pools and Training Centres 
and to be responsible for the welfare 
of seamen in Ontario ports. In au- 
thorizing the creation of this branch, 
the Canadian Government officially 
recognized the Merchant Navy as 
being virtually “The Fourth Branch 
of the Fighting Services.” 

Since its establishment a year ago 
this branch has established and 
operating Manning Pools at Halifax, 
Montreal and Vancouver where sea- 
men are provided with board, lodging

Silkworm Industry 


Started In British Columbia In A 
Small Way 

Settlers who came to British Col- 
umbia nearly 100 years ago had a 
hankering for mulberry wine and 
thereby laid the foundation for a 
silkworm industry which has begun 
in a small way among Victoria school 
children. 

Mulberry trees planted near Vic- 
toria and in the Fraser Valley dis- 
tricts of British Columbia provide

worms, culture of which may be de- | 
veloped on a larger scale after the

Sponsor of the scheme is Cecil 
French, Victoria veterinarian, who)

As the supply of mul- 
berry trees is not sufficient to sup- 
port a large industry, he has distri- 
buted seeds to the parks and school 
Officials for planting. 

As a boy in England French made 
a hobby of sericulture and continued 
it later at Washington, D.C., where 


he practised several years’ before 
coming to Victoria in 1914. For the 
current project he obtained 16,000 


silkworm eggs from sources in Wash- 
ington and from Lady Hart Dyke, 
who has a large silk farm in England. 
These eggs are kept at a tempera- 
ture of 40 degrees Fahrenheit until 
the spring when the mulberry trees, 
are budding, when they are hatched | 
out in a temperature of 70 degrees. |

A Perennial Sunflower | 


Tubers Of Jerusalem Artichoke Are 
Good Substitute For Potatoes 
The Jerusalem artichoke is not 
real artichoke, nor does it come from 
Jerusalem. It is a perennial sun- 
flower native to the United States 
and Canada. It is thought that the 
name corruption of the Italian 
word girasole which means sunflower, 
This plant is far more prolific than 
the potato and a lot easier to grow. 
The tubers of the Jerusalem arti- 
choke are especially good when cook- 
ed as one would new potatoes, steam- 
ed or escalloped. They can also be, 
eaten raw in a salad, 
The single tubers are planted in 
the spring, about two feet apart, 
much in the manner of potatoes. By 
harvest time the planfs have pro- 
duced the small whitish tubers. 

The plants have coarse foliage and 
The flower 
two or three inches in 
diameter. Once established the plant 
is very persistent. The tubers can 
be stored in damp sand or in a moist 
cellar. 

Hogs and other animals are very 
fond of the tubers, and they may be 
fed with good results. If let into a 
Jerusalem artichoke patch hogs will 
root them out themselves. 

Jerusalem artichokes can also be! 
grown along a fence, like sunflowers, | 
or around the compost heap, or 
wherever a summer screen-like effect | 
is desired.

Take ration cards on _ vacation. 
Summer leave for any members of 
the armed services, and summer va- 
cation plans for the young fry all 
come within the calculations of the 
sugar administration, Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board. 

Any member of the Armed Ser- 
vices, or of the Womens Auxiliaries 
to the Armed Services, with leave of 
more than seven days will be given a 
ration card for sugar. But if leave 
is for seven days or less ,they will 
have to rely on the hospitality ot 
friends for their swgar supplies, Any- 
one joining the services or entering 


barracks must relinquish his sugar 
ration card which will be returned 
to the Wartime Prices and Trade 


Board, 

Likewise, young campers off for va- 
cation to church or _ institutional 
camps of two weeks or more, are ad- 
vised to take their ration cards with 
them, Tha camp manager or host, 
will take the card, using coupons to 
supply the cookhouse and table for 
the duration of the camp period. 
‘When you strike colors to go home, 
the ration card will be returned,

Shoes toe the line. To tread the 
sensible path of utility are shoes, 
from infants soft-soled shoes to men’s 
work boots, according to an order 
issued by the Footwear Administrat- 
or of the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board. . 

Qonservation comes in, when the 
use of steel is restricted tlo the use of 
essential arch supports, and _ safcty 
shoes. No metal buckles or trimming 
will be allowed. Manufacturers  ex- 
penditures for new lasts, dies, and 
patterns are reduced 50 percent, by 
many careful economies. Styles won't 
be changed, but frills will disappear, 

Seven shades for ‘women’s shoes 
will be town brown, igolden tobacco, 
turf tan, blue jacket, Kona red, black 
and white, still giving a wide varicty 
of choice, 

Men’s dress footwear will have five 
colors, and work boots two, Small 
shoes for babies will come in four 
shades, 

Beef prices reduced. Beef prices |. 
are qoming, down, On Monday, July 
13th, a cut of one cent per pound 
wholesale,, and retail for beef, came 
into effect under the scale worked 
out by the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board.

Further decreases in price ‘will be 
effective on August 3, August 24, and 
September 14, when the retail price 
should be back to the basic period,

bargo on the exporting of beef cat- 
tle to the U.S.A, would be to endanger 
this market which has been the chiel 
factor in teh improved prices of re- 
cent times, Instead of supplying the 
shortage of meat by stopping exports 
the Board decided to set up the War 
lime Food Corporation. Canada has 
been divided into tifteen districts ana 
there is a representative of this Board 
in each district. Cattla which are 
likely to be exported are subject to 
purchase by this Board and while the 


U.S.A. quota remains unfilled the 
price paid must be equal to the U. 
S.A. price, 


The normal seasonal decline from 
June to November is provided for 
and seasonal increases from Novem- 
ber to June will be made. In this 
procedure the deerease of le per 
per pound on July 18th will be follow- 
ed by a decrease of a further cent 
on August 3rd and one half cent on 
Septemger 14th, These prices are uni- 
form throughout Canada on ali 
grades of carcasses, sides and quart- 
ers, They apply to the wholesaler ana 
the retail prices are also fixed.
